WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 30.—Post- 


master General Payne has made public 
n 12,000 word abstract of the report of 
Fourth Assistant Postmaster General 
Bristow, on the investigation 
of 
the 


postofficc department scandals. 


It is accompanied by a "memorandum" 


written by President Roosevelt, in which 
he comments upon tho facts set forth 
in the report, and delivers a denuncia- 
tion of the corruption that has boon, ex- 
posed by the Republican administration, 
with his personal characterization of 
evil doing on the part of government of- 
ficials. 


Perhaps the most Interesting part of 


the president's memorandum is his indi- 
rect reference to the indefinite charges 
made against Perry S. Heath, the secre- 
tary of the national Republican commit- 
tee, who was first assistant postmaster 
general in the McKiuley administration, 
nnd who is popularly regarded as quite 
us guilty, or .more so, than the officers 
who have been indicted. 


HEATH TOOK BRIBE MONEY. 


In one instance Bristow 
says that 


Heath should have beeu summarily dis- 
missed from his office. 


The president expresses no .opinion ns 


to the guilt or innocence of Mr..Heath, 
contenting himself with calling attention 
to the fact set forth in. the Bristow re- 
port that Beavers, the former ehief oi 
the- salaries and allowance division of 
tho fourth assistant postmaster gener- 
al's office, who is now under indictment 
made a direct charge that in at least 
one instance he was compelled to share 
bribe money with Heath, a statement 
that, it is admitted in the report, Heatl 
denies, and the evidence in support of 
it was not; regarded by the district at 
torney as sufficient to warrant his in 
(lictinent. 


GREATER TIME LIMIT. 


The president expresses regret thai 


the statute of limitations applies at the 
expiration of three years from the time 
of the wrong doing of officials, and urgcr 
that the time limits be extended to ai 
lenst five years, as rec.ommended by the 
attorney general. This is generally ta- 
ken to mean that Heath would be prose 
cuted if the law did not operate to prc 
vent it.

,re of these frauds theraeolvcs received 
an not be definitely learned, but it will, 
ggregate between $300,000 - and $400,- 
XX), -while/the loss to tho government, 
ousidering the unnecessary supplies 
hat have been purchased nnd the irifer- 
or quality of those furnished by fraudu- 
ent contractors, can not bo estimated 
rith any degree of accuracy. 


As a result of the investigation, four 


•fficers and employes of the department 
lave resigned and thirteen have been 
removed. 
.Forty-four indictments have 


>een found, involving thirty-one persons, 
;en of whom have been connected with 
he postal service. 
What the service most needs, is hon- 


est, intelligent, and vigorous administra- 
;ion. 
The corruption disclosed is not 


due to la'x laws, but to the dishonesty of 
;hosc who 'have been charged with the 
•esponsibility of administering, them.

It is accompanied by a "memorandum" 


•written by President Roosevelt, in which 
he comments upon the facts set forth 
in the report, and delivers a denuncia- 
tion of the corruption that has baen-ox: 
posed by the Republican administration; 
with his personal characterization 
of 


evil doing on the part of government of- 
ficials. 


Perhaps the most Interesting part o'f 


the president's memorandum is his indi-, 
rcct reference to the indefinite charges, 
made against Perry S. Heath, tlie secre- 
tary of the national Republican commit- 
tee, who was first assistant postmaster 
general in the MeKinley administration, 
and who is popularly regarded as quite 
»s guilty, or ,moro so, than the officers 
who have been indicted. 


HEATH TOOK BRIBE MONEY. 


In one instance Bristow 
says that 


Heath should have been summarily dis- 
missed from his office. 


The president expresses no ..opinion ns 


to the guilt or innocence of Mr. Heath, 
contenting himself with calling attention 
to the fact set forth in the Bristow re- 
port that Beavers, the former chief of 
the salaries and allowance division of 
the fourth assistant postmaster gener- 
al's office, who is now under indictment, 
made a direct charge that in at least 
on» instance he v:as compelled to share 
bribe money with Heath, a statement 
that, it is admitted in the report, Heath 
denies, and the evidence in support of 
it was not regarded by the. district at- 
torney as sufficient to warrant his in- 
dictment. 


GREATER TIME LIMIT. 


The president expresses regret 
that 


the statute of limitations applies at the 
expiration of three yenrs from the time 
of the wrong doing of officials, and urges 
that the time limits be extended to at 
lenst five years, as recommended by the 
attorney general. This is generally ta- 
ken to mean that Heath would be prose- 
cuted if the law did not operate to pre- 
vent it.

BOY MEETlTCRUEL FATE 


Slain by Bnllet Intended lor 


Burglar, He is Abandoned,

joy friend appears to have been the fate 
of seventeen year old George Reynolds, 
son of Captain Peter Reynolds, of the 
St. Loiiis police department.

The men ran across- the street, 
and Wheelis fired several shots at them. 
Reynolds and a messenger boy were 
walking at aome distance west on Van 
Buren street at the time. One .of the 
bullets struck Reynolds in the mouth 
and he fell to the sidewalk. The mes- 
senger boy dragged Reynolds two blocks 
and there gave way to fright, leaving 
Reynolds on the street unconsmous. Un- 
til informed by the police, Wheelis ap- 
parently was unaware that the bullets 
had found a mark.

Slain by Bullet Intended tor 


Burglar, He is Abandoned, 


Dying, In the Street. 


CHICAGO, jfbv. 28.-^Killed in. the 


street by, a bullet intended for fleeing 
lurglars and deserted by a messenger 
boy friend appears to have been the fate 
of seventeen year old George Reynolds, 
son of Captain Peter Reynolds, of the 
3t. Louis police department. Young 
Reynolds was found this morning in an 
unconscious condition in ..Van Bureu 
street near Fran&lih, and died-as he was 
being taken to a hospital. 


The story of the shooting is told by 


John Wheelis, proprietor of a photo- 
graph establishment. Wheelis gays he 
was aroused from sleep by the noise ot 
some one tampering vHth the showcase 
iii front' of his: establishment. He sur- 
prised three men, at work on the show- 
case'and ordered them to tjirow up their 
hinds. The men ran acrora- the street 
and" Wheelis'fired several shots at them. 
Reynolds and^ a mesvenger boy were 
walking at some distance west on Van 
Buren street at the time. One .of the 
bullets struck Reynolds in the mouth 
and: he-fell to the sidewalk. The mes- 
senger boy dragged Reynolds two blocks 
and there gave way to fright, leaving 
Reynolds on the street unconscious. Un- 
til informed by the police, Wheelis ap 
parently was unaware that the bullets 
had found a .mark.

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BANDITS ADD 


Fatally Shoot Chicago Detective 


and Kill Brakeman-Finally 


Wounded and Captured. 


Surrounded in Dugout in Indians, Three Men 


Wanted For Brutal Killing in Chicago 


Last Summer Have Lively 


Battle With Pursuers. 


CHICAGO, Kov. 27.—A furious battle 


between a squad of detectives and three 
bandits was fought on HIE snow covered 
prairie near Miller Station, Ind., today. 
It terminated in the escape, nt least 
temporarily, of tho fugitives. Two de- 
tectives were wounded and a brakeman, 
•who was defending his train on which 
the bandits escaped, was killed. 


The battle-embraced almost every de- 


tail of scenery and action of a melo- 
drama of the most stirring kind. 


The fugitives, Harvey Van Dine, Pet- 


ev Neidemeier and .(supposedly) 
Emil 


Koesld, were located in a dugout, or 
hunter's hut, about two miles from Mil- 
ler station. • 


The bandits, who knew 
they 
wcro 


wanted for alleged complicity in the .car 
barn robbery and murders at Chicago 
last summer, as revealed by the confes- 
sion of young Marx, now in jail, ac- 
knowledged the crime and named them 
as his accomplices, evidently selected the 
spot as (it for a strong defense. _ 


The detectives having 
tracked them 


through the snow, were fired upon as 
they approached, and in a battle follow- 
ing two of them fell,,on'c with a mortal 
wound. 
. 


Tho.police took shelter behind a rail- 


road embankment, and the firing be- 
came general. 


STOPPED AT NOTHING. 


A train having been flagged to remove 


the wounded to Chicago, some of the de- 
tectives withdrew to place the injured 
men 
aboard. 
This opportunity was 


seized upon by the fugitives, who ran 
from the dugout und succeeded in board- 
ing a Pennsylvania freight train at East 
Tolleston, Ind. In forcing their passage 
us far as Liverpool a brakeman, E. J. 
l-'avio, was shot dead. At Liverpool the 
bandits jumped from the train and ran 
towards the Michigan Central tracks, 
while the officials of the Pennsylvania 
had a special train iu pursuit and organ- 
ized a wholesale hunt for the despera- 
does, throughout northern Indiana. 


ALL THREE CAPTURED.

EMPLOYES OX MAN HUNT. 


After a pitched battle in the siwd pits 


of East Tolleston, Ind,, sand heavers and 
section hands in the employ of the Penn- 
sylvania shot two members of the car 
barn trio and captured them. The men 
were disarmed, placed on a special train 
with Captain Brigg?. and taken to Liv- 
erpool, Ind. The third member of the 
pitrty. who shot Brakeman Favio, es 
eapcd, for the time- being, after exchang- 
ing shots with the railroad men. 


The capture was the result of tele- 


cave be dynamitetl, and offered io lay 
the train and set it oft himself.- The 
project was seriously considered, but at 
Miller's Station it was learned that no 
dynumite could be secured.

The trailing of the bandits was done by 
a detail of Chicago detectives, not local 
Indiana 
officers 
as 
first 
supposed. 


Watched all night by the detectives the 
bandits today made a bold attempt to 
escape and shot two of the would-be cap- 
tors, one seriously. , . 
, • 


The Deport of the shooting, reached 


Chief O'Neill just as he was preparing to 
send out fourteen detectives .under. As- 
sistant Chief Schuettler, The .detail, was 
instantly, increased to fifty men/and 
they were rushed.to a special-train. 


"Shoot to kill," Chief O'Neill ordered 


the fifty, and on the way to Miller Sta- 
tion Assistant. Chief Schuettler.repeated 
the order emphatically. 


OFFICERS GET "TIP." 


The men were trapped by Detective 


John K. Sheehan at the head of ton other 
detectives. They were sent to Indiana 
Sunday night on a tip received through 
a man who snid he lived'hi Pine, Ind., 
who .walked into the South Chicago po- 
lice station last Sunday night. He said 
that in Pine,' a town about seven miles 
from Miller Station, which is about 37 
miles from Chicago, lie saw two men en- 
tor a' grocery' store. One of them .made 


purchase and the speaker's attention

TWO DETECTIVES WOUNDED..

ing a Pennsylvania freight train at East 
Tolleston, Ind. In forcing, their passage

The 
project was seriously considered, but at 
Miller's Station it was learned that no 
dynamite could be secured.

There 
is nothing to prevent precisely as much 
swindling in these contests as in any 
form of lotteries, where the mental ef- 
fort is to decide upon what numbered 
ticket one wants.
